This was in the Nord, 
Aisne, Pas-de-Calais, Marne and Som­ 
me departments where the actual loss 
of a material kind Is put at 38,000,000,- 


000 francs and the total indemnity at 
nearly four times this amount. Alto­ 
gether, 856,844 buildings were destroy­ 
ed or damaged. Already, however, 
521,913 have been permanently rebuilt 
and 42,000 temporary ones have been 
put up with old material. In face of 
these figures one can scarcely think

This was in the Nord, j 
Aisne, Pas-de-Calais, Marne and Som­ 
me departments where the actual loss 
o-: a material kind is put at 38,000.000,- 


000 francs and! the total indemnity at 
nearly four times this amount. Alto­ 
gether, 856,344 buildings were destroy­ 
ed or damaged. Already, however, 
521,913 have been permanently rebuilt 
and 42,000 temporary ones have been 
put up with old material. In face of 
these figures one can scarcely think 


that France is leaving her ruins un­ 
touched for the tourists to visit, al­ 
though 108,901 wooden shacks put up 
during the war are still being used by 
people unable to find a better roof to 
shelter them.

Christmas Crowds 
A traffic commissioner who is responsible for handling great 
crowds gives a special wanting to Christmas shoppers net to 
••jaywalk.” 
There is special danger at this time of year, when the streets 
ire not only more crowded but usually more slippery. 
Automobiles, Uke pedestrians, are more numerous. They can 
move only in the street space reserved for them. Ttyey have their 
appointed crossings, from which they Cannot deviate. Pedestrians 
likewise have their appointed crossings, from which too many of 
them deviate. They should give motorists a fair chance and safe­ 
guard themselves, by keeping to the crosswalks and obeying 
traffic signals as the motorists are obliged to do.^ 
Another thing: Pedestrians, especially when shopping, tend 
to ignore the rule of '‘keep to the right,” which is intended for 
them as well as motorists. They mill around on the sidewalks, 
getting into each others’ way and making their own progress 
difficult. Often they walk steadily on the left, plowing into the 
opposing traffic regardless of whom they bump. 
This is done mostly to give them abetter vision of the window 
displays. But* it is more common sense to keep to the right even 
for that puipose. Go up one side of the street and down the other 
keeping to the inside'of the walk, with the windows on your 
right. That leaves the left side free for people wh<T are moving 
along and “going somewhere.”

Christmas Crowds 
A traffic commissioner who is responsible for handling great 
crowds gives a special warning to Christmas shoppers net to 
•'jaywalk.” 
There is special danger at this time of year, when the streets 
are not only more crowded but usually more slippery. 
Automobiles, like pedestrians, are more numerous. They can 
move only in the street space reserved for them. They have their 
appointed crossings, from which they Cannot deviate. Pedestrians 
likewise have their appointed crossings, from which too many of 
them deviate. They should give motorists a fair chance and safe­ 
guard themselves, by keeping to the crosswalks and obeying 
traffic signals as the motorists are obliged to do. 
Another thing: Pedestrians, especially when shopping, tend 
to ignore the rule of “keep to the right,’’ which is intended for 
them as well as motorists. They mill abound on the sidewalks, 
getting into each others’ way and making their own progress 
difficult. Often they walk steadily on the left, plowing into the 
opposing traffic regardless of whom they bump.

But* it is more common sense to keep to the right even 
for that p u rp ose. Go up one side of the street and down the other 
keeping to the inside'of the walk, with the windows on your 
tight. That leaves the left side free for people whir are moving 
along and “going somewhere.”

WOMAN FREED 
IN HURDER CASE 


Mrs. Mabel Graham, 26, 
is Acquitted by Jury 
at Wellsburg. 


Mrs. Mabel Graham, 26 years 
old. 
Charged with the killing of her hus­ 
band, Albert 
Graham, September 6. 
last, when found not guilty by a Jury 
yesterday afternoon in 
the Brooke 
county court, Wellsburg. The verdict 
was reached in SO minutes. 
When 
court 
convened 
yesterday 
Mrs. Graham was recalled to the wit­ 
ness stand, in a continuation of cross­ 
examination. She identified the cloth­ 
ing she had worn the night of the al­ 
leged murder, as well as her purse, 
and 
several 
smaller objects, when 
they were exhibited in court. 
Mrs. 
Graham held to her testimony when 
she told of ber husband leaving their 
home in Canton last Labor day and of 
her following him to Wellsburg, where 
they formerly lived, with the Inten­ 
tions of attempting to have him re­ 
turn home with her. They took a ride, 
and when 
he 
refused to return to 
Centon 
with her, she became 
de­ 
spondent. 
She picked up a gun, laying on the 
seat of the automobile, she testified, 
upon 
their 
reaching Buffalo Creek, 
with the intention of shooting herself. 
Graham grappled with her in an ef­ 
fort to take the gun from her, and in 
so doing discharged the weapon, the 
bullet passing through his head, above 
the ear, instantly killing bim. 
The 
car then went over the concrete abut­ 
ment and landed 
in 
Buffalo creek 
where it overturned. 
Following 
the 
final testimony of 
Mrs. Graham yesterday morning, Mrs. 
Joe McDugan was called to the wit­ 
ness stand by the defense.. She testi­ 
fied that she and b et husband were 
tho first 
to 
reach the scene of the 
shooting, their home being located but 
150 yards away from the spot where 
the car lunged over 
the 
wall. 
Ac- 
cordiug-to her story they found (Mrs. 
Graham 
unconscious but apparently 
unhurt. 
She was carried into their 
home and has lodged there since. 
It 
was revealed that the McDugans were 
the first to notify the sheriff of the 
shooting. 
P. J. McGuire, of 
Wellsburg, de­ 
fense attorney, in his final argument, 
stressed the story of the defendant to 
the effect that Mrs. Graham did not 
use the gun with 
the 
intention of 
murdering her husband, 
but 
as 
a 
weapon to affect suicide. He further 
pointed 
out 
that Mrs. Graham had 
been a faithful loving wife, and claim­ 
ed evidence showed she had no inten­ 
tion of harming her husband when 
she followed him Labor Day.

Workers who are now contemplat­ 
ing a drive for the universal eight 
hour day, five-day week, are being ad 
monished by leaders in almost every 
line of industry that either they must 
not ask for such a concession or they 
must be prepared to maintain

work week. 
Most of the big employ­ 
ers. of the country incline to the be­ 
lief that labor in general does not ex 
pelt to do as much work in five days 
as it now does in F i x , cr in five and 
a 
half, 
and 
consequently they are 
combating the movement. 
A few employers seem disposed to 
follow Henry Ford's lead in establish­ 
ing the five-day week. 
Among them 
is Mrs. Norman do Ii. Whitehouse, of 
Now York City, who says that she has 
successfully introduced the 44-hom 
week in her leather 
manufacturing 
business and expects to put it on a 
40-hour basis early next summer. On 
the other hand Judge Gary, of the 
United States Si^t-i Corporation, has 
rionrunced the short work week as a 
national peril.

Walker Given Clean Bill 
of Health by Com­ 
mission.

HICAGO. Dec. 8.—Mickey Walker, 
the “Jersey Jabber.” fired the 
universe today with a clean bill 
of health

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Checks For Santa Claus 
Christmasbuying in tfce East Liverpool dint let will be given 
an impetus this week, for more than $232,510.1 < will be dis- 
tributed in the form of Yuletide savings accounts. 
Two banking institutions have already mailed checks to de­ 
positors, while a third will send out its vouchers tomorrow. The 
Unions Savings & Loan company distributed approximately $8*.,- 
000 to its 1,600 Christmas club members, and while no figures 
were made public a large sum was represented in the disburse­ 
ment made by the Potters’ National bank. Tomorrow, the First 
National bank will place checks totalling $150,510.13 in the post* 
office for 3,300 depositors. 
# 
Thus East Liverpool shares in the distribution of approxi­ 
mately $20,000,000 in the Buckeye state, for this s u r p r i s i n g total 
of savings is reported by the Ohio Bankers’ association. And this 
money, in East Liverpool as well as elsewhere, will be available 
for Christmas shopping, payment of interest on mortgages, for 
life insurance premiums, taxes, final payments on installment pm- 
chaies, and nucleus of a real savings accounts. 
As a banker remarked, the release of nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars by two banks, with a large sum by a third, should 
give East Liverpool the biggest holiday trade it ever has had, 
will stimulate the payment of debts which have been allowed to 
lag, and will increase savings deposits.

Christmas Crowds 
A traffic commissioner who is responsible for handling great 
crowds gives a special warning to Christmas shoppers net to 
"jaywalk.” 
Them is special danger at this time of year, when the streets 
•re not only more crowded but usually more slippery. 
Automobiles, like pedestrians, arc more numerous. They can 
move only in the street space reserved for them. They have their 
appointed crossings, from which they cannot deviate. Pedestrians 
likewise have their appointed crossings, from which too many of 
them deviate. They should give motorists a fair chance and safe­ 
guard themselves, by keeping to the crosswalks and obeying 
traffic signals as the motorists are obliged to do. 
Another thing: Pedestrians, especially when shopping, tend 
to ignore the rule of "keep to the right,’’ which is intended for 
them as well as motorists. They mill abound on the sidewalks, 
getting into each others’ way and making their own progress 
difficult. Often they walk steadily on the left, plowing into the 
opposing traffic regardless of whom they bump. 
This is done mostly to give them abetter vision of the window 
displays. But* it is more common sense to keep to the right even 
for that purpose. Go up one side of the street and down the other 
keeping to the inside'of the walk, with the windows on your 
right. That leaves the left side free for people whir are mo\ing 
along and "going somewhere." 


Treasure 
A lot of would-be treasure hunters are writing George Finlay 
Simmons for help in locating the alleged pirate gold hidden on 
Treasure Island. Simmons, who is curator of ornithology at a mes- 
eum of natural history, known much about the real treasure on that 
island, but probably not so much about the pirate wealth. 
The curator was head of the Blossom expedition which came 
back from those strange regions in southern seas with a wealth of 
information and with a great variety of interesting and valuable 
specimens of bird and animal and sea life. All of these things add 
greatly to the treasure of human knowledge and are undoubtedly 
of infinitely more value than the pirate hoard—if such a hoard ac­ 
tually exists. 
Yet the pirate treasure appeals to many and the real treasure 
to few. So contrary are human folks. 


Foreign Trade 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover reports a big change in the 
nation’s foreign trade balance for the last fiscal year. 
Exports 
diminished 2.3 per cent and imports increased 17 per cent, so that 
there was a notable decline in the year’s export suiplus. For three 
months last spring there was an actual excess of imports. 
Secretary Hoover likewise reports that this year the country 
has maintained "the highest standard of living in history, a stand­ 
ard far above that in most countries of the world at this or any 
other time.” 
Evidently imports are not so perilous to American prosperity 


as it has been customary to regard them, and a so-called "unfavor­ 
able trade balance” may not necessarily be a national calamity.
